W. Cust, who traded for some years 
at the west end of the Rocky Moun- 
tain portage on Peace River, says 
that the Indians who came from the 
north to trade-with him, informed 
him that they travelled to the Liard 
river with horses in five days from 
the Portage. He made many~in- 
quiries as he had an idea of going to 
the Liard, and is confident that he is 
not mistaken. He estimates the dis- 
at the Indian rate of travel at about 
100 miles. 

H. F. Davis, trader of Vermillion, 
who has been many years in Peace 
river says that there is a well establish- 
el Indian trail to the Liard up Half 
way river, which empties into the 
Peace about 25 miles above Fort St.

Van Horne 
that the Landing could be reached by 
a railway of forty miles from the 
present end of the track ; and also 
that the road could not cross the 
Saskatchewan at Edmonton owing to 
the depth of the river gorge here. 
The assertion by so great a railway 
authority, that Edmonton will be 
sidetracked by the railway when built 
is certainly very disquieting to the 
people who have their all invested 
here. No doubt Sir William knows 
more about railway engineering than 
most people,.but he is also supposed 
to be moderately well versed in 
geography, which is also within the 
grasp of ordinary mortals.

CANADA’S PRODUCTS IN 
ENGLAND. 


Liverpool Post: An important 
factor in this progress has been 
the establishment by the government of 
dairy stations and creameries through- 
out the Dominion, and also expevi- 
mental farms at which splendid work 
has been accomplished by Commis- 
sioner Robertson. Moreover, together 
with investigations to discover prin- 
ciples, and methods of operation and 
management for securing economy in 
production, similar efforts have been 
directed to the problems of tzansporta- 
tion and marketing. The difficulty 
has been that of getting preduce into 
the British market in the best con- 
dition. Hitherto its condition has 
not been that of the best, and con- 
sequently the prices of Canadian -pro- 
duce ruled low. But a new era has 
been entered upon. The other day 
we announced the arrival in Liverpool 
of a cargo of Canadian dressed meats 
in the s.s. Labrador. This was the 
first practical test of the complete 
chain of cold storage which the gov- 
ernment of Canada has organized, 
extending from the producers in the 
Dominion to the consumers in this 
country. 

The government voted $200,000 
as a beginning,and last year offered to 
assist in establishing cold storage rooms 


|in creameries to the extent of $100 


for each creamery. This was the 
first link. Since then it has been 
arranged that refrigerator cars will be 
run regularly on seventeen railway 
routes into the shipping ports of 
Montreal, Quebec, St. John, Halifax 
and Charlottetown. The cars have 
been built on the most scientific prin- 
ciples, and cold storage inspecters 
have been appointed to see to the 
condition of the cars, &c. This is the

Agriculture, for mechanical refrigera- 
tion on seventeen steamships -leaving 
Montreal this summer for Liverpool, 
London, Bristol and Glasgow. The

Canada deserves the fullest encour- 
agement from the mother country in 
this splendid effort. In fact, this 
encouragement it is our duty to ex- 
tend as a matter of policy to all the 
colonies in whatever efforts they may 
make to extend their trade with 
Great Britain, and so long as they 
can produce what we want, and of the 
quality required, preference must be 
given to them as against the foreigner.

CAN’T GET THROUGH. 


Latest reports from Dyea Inlet are to 
the effect that the route is blocked 
with supplies so that a very large 
quantity carrot be gotten over in time 
to godown the Yukon this season. It 
is stated on good authority that no 
man should attempt to enter the Yukon 
country after the middle of August by 
any of the passes that lead to the 
headwaters of the river. The White 
pass is now practicable for horses, but is 
not yet good. Next year, however, it 
will be a good pack trail if net a 
wagon road. The rate for packing 
over it is the same as over the Chilkoot 
pass namely 15c a pound.

GOLD ROYALTY. 


Under the new mining regulations 
established last May the cost of regis- 
tering a claim was increased from $5 
to $15 while an annual assessment of 
$100 is to be paid by the holders. 
What the government has now decided 
is to charge, in addition to this, a 
royalty of 10 per cent, upen the output 
of all claims yielding $500 and under 
monthly to each claim and a royalty ot 
20 per cent. upon each claim yield- 
ing over that amount per month. An 
Ottawa despatch says: It is significant 
as showing that all the miners are by 
no means making money to read that 
both Mr.Ogilvie and Capt. Constantine 
are of opinion that the renewal fee of 
$100 would pass heavily on those 
claimants who have received small re- 
sults of a season’s work. It would likely 
press most heavily on cases in the 
Miller and Glacier Creeks, where they 
have had an unfavorable Spring for 
working.
